| am one of the newer faces of DXing and different from most SCDXC members: | am still working on my 
DXCC. But since beginning the quest in February 2014 | am now at 89 entities worked with 66 confirmed 
through LoTW, operating from simple indoor 20-6m wire dipole antennas running 100 watts or less in a spare 
upstairs bedroom under HOA CC&R conditions. There can never be a tower, Yagi, or linear amplifier here. 


I’m not totally new to DXing however. I’ve been an operator on the Palos Verdes Amateur Radio Club’s an- 
nual mini-DXpeditions to Catalina Island where we’ve had some amazing DX pile-ups to manage. 


First licensed in May 2006, | obtained my General license in October 2006 and Extra class license in Novem- 
ber 2008. What a “great” time (hi hi) for getting into DXing with indoor antennas: in 2009 we had 271 days 
with no sunspots! Fast forward to 2014 and now you'll find me contesting for DX on the HF bands almost 
every weekend using RTTY, CW, and/or SSB with my indoor wire dipoles. 


Professionally, after receiving my MBA degree from the University of Chicago in 1974 | spent 24 years in 
managerial and executive positions at several leading food and consumer products firms. My final position as 
Corporate Vice President—Planning for nearly seven years at a multinational food processing giant trained 
me well for simultaneously managing many projects—and for what was to come in amateur radio.

Field Checking of QSL Cards 
by N6QQ and N6HC 


QSL cards for new DXCC awards and endorse- 
ments may be checked by an approved DXCC 
Card Checker. This program applies to any 
DXCC award for an individual or station. Awards 
available can be found in Section |: Basic Rules, 
Rule 1. 


1) Entities Eligible for Field Checking: 


With an exception for 160 meters, cards for all 
current and deleted entities dating back to No- 
vember 15, 1945 can be checked. Cards for 160 
Meters can only be checked by card checkers 
who currently hold an active 160 Meter DXCC. 
Check out the complete list of DXCC 160 Meter 
Card Checkers.

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Propagation Report 
What Happened Last Month and What to Expect This Month

This is a new page for 2015. The column will cover the latest and greatest propagation for the month. Hopefully we 
will have some interesting tidbits about the Solar Flux and Sunspot Number as well as Solar Flare history. Further- 
more we will look into the future or at least what to expect next month. 


Let’s start off this month by describing the four charts. The two top charts are the Solar Flux Index data charted since 
2011. The Chart on the left is the whole period and the one on the right is the last few months. Note the blue lines. 
These are the actual data. The black lines are trend lines. This is a sixth order polynomial curve fit of the data. Of 
course the end always looks very good or very bad but is not a prediction of upcoming events. Finally the red lines 
are 27 day running averages. The rotates every 27 days so this is a good measure of the mean solar activity. 


The two bottom charts are the Sunspot Numbers. Likewise the blue lines are data, the black are trend lines, and the 
red are 27 day running averages. Again the chart in the lower left is for the whole cycle and the one on the right is for 
the last few months. 


It is obvious in the general case the cycle seems to be past the peak. The number of sunspots are falling. Further- 
more when you look at the solar disc the sunspots are gathered near and above the solar equator. As time pro- 
gresses they will head towards the top of the sun. That is the bottom of the cycle. The new cycle begins when sun- 
spots appear either at the equator or at the bottom of the Sun. 


What is confusing is that the Solar Flux Index is increasing still! What that implies is that the sunspots though fewer 
are a lot more active. It has always been said that the back side of the cycle is always more active with more stuff fly- 
ing at us as well as more CMEs and Flares. This often is a good thing. Looking at the SFI trending it looks like we 
might have a very good winter and spring. Hold on for more details. ®
